Selective Service Director Curtis W. Tarr is confident 
that Congress will extend the draft for two years, hut 
after that he is convinced public opinion will not tolerate 
further renewals. The re« ult will be. Tarr says, that an 
all volunteer force is inevitable 
Thi« must he the feeling both in Congress and the 
Executive 
They have prepared for an all volunteer 
armed force with the largest pay mcrea« e in history, 
hoping that will attract tht number of volunteers needed 
to replace the conscript« . 
Figures for May enlistment« indicate that this hope 
is not ill founded 
Volunteers were several times those 
who came forward a rear ago. While they fell far short 
of the needed number to replace the draftee« , the fact 
that several time« the number who volunteered last year 
did so in May i« encouraging. 
Tarr told the Re« erve Officers’ Association convention 
in San Diego that misunderstanding of our purpo« es in 
Southeast Asia led many American* to view tht draft 
with disfavor. Many in Congress have told him they will 
will vote for extension now. but they will no longer sup­ 
port conscription in peacetime 
It is up to the various services to prepare to fill their 
Own raak*. 
, Already. Adseriisirg. campaigns« kite* begun 
to do just that 
They are credited with the syrge in tftt 
enlistments in May. with many men not only volunteer­ 
ing for Vietnam, hut for combat duty. 
lncre*« ed pay piar* an important pari in this surged

TEEN SCENE 
Accepting Rejectio n 


By LEI 


For mo st students, the wo rds “school’s out!” are cause 
fo r celebratio n. However, for a few unfortunate seniors it 
has a distinctly leaden aound. High school is out, sure. And 
there is the whole scene svith the cap and gown. And Home 
in the bureau drawer is a stack of four or five rejection let­ 
ters fro m the colleges of their choice, saying, more or less 
bluntly that they have not been chosen by the college of 
their choice. 
Then what? It is a possibility that all students who plan 
to go to college should face, no matter what their grades or 
year in school. The college that they plan on attending 
might just alter those plans. W ith more and more students 
shoving to enter college everv year, many of the preatiga 
colleges are becoming choosier and choosier. Good grade* 
don’t guarantee entrance, for ex ample, to a college which 
has just raised its quota of underprivileged students, and ia 
thus more packed than ever. A fine record of worthwhile 
activities may he overlooked by a college which hopes to at­ 
tract more out-of-state student*. Some colleges are looking 
fo r mo re male students or more female students, or more 
students who are planning on taking a pre med course — 
amazingly, they mav not he impressed by the fact that your 
father, grandfather, and older brother are all grads. 
There is your rejection letter. W hat should you do nex t? 
Don’t waste time reading it over again— what it aaid was 
“no.” D on’t shoot yourself, they’ll mist you at the beach 
all slimmer. Don’t give up and decide to be a sanitation en­ 
gineer. W ith the job market th* way it is, you may wind up 
as one anyway, but if you really want a college, there is a 
college that wants you, too. 
Don’t try to persuade the computer at th* other end of 
that rejection letter that you got the wrong letter. And don’t 
break your heart wondering whv vou weren’t accepted. It is 
very possible that the reason for your rejection at Mossrock 
University might be the reason for your acceptance at 
Chromeplate College. (A fact overlooked by many college 
rejects is that the admittance hoard at the college is much 
better able to judge who will and will not fit in at their 
school than is the student and his or her advisors. Very pos­ 
sibly if you had been accepted at Mossrock, you might have 
found that, for some reason it was not fulfilling the many 
interlocking purposes of a college education.) The construc­ 
tive step is to start looking for die college that is looking for 
you— with your abilities, personality, talent*, interests, in­ 
telligence and goal in education. 
Your school counselor can help you, now. So can sev­ 
eral college guides available at your local library. There are 
also several services which specialize in matching students 
and colleges. Colleges who are looking for students— and be­ 
lieve it or not, there are many—register with these services, 
Students who are looking for colleges also register, and then 
the two are introduced. 
In making your second choices, pay special attention to 
colleges which are easy to get into, and junior or community 
colleges. There are several colleges that accept gladly stu­ 
dents who have made hum grades in h i^ i school. Using ex ­ 
perimental hut very effective technique*, they manage to 
teach the “poor student” far more than he could learn at 
the impersonal “prestige colleges*--'” and very possibly more 
than even good students usually learn at college. Some of 
them are ex pensive — some of them are generous with 
scholarships and grants, fin fact, a few of them have de­ 
veloped a status all iheit 
own.) 
This area is gifted with several hetter-than-ordinary 
Community Colleges. A student can either enroll for an 
Associate Degree, or he or she can enroll in a transfer pro­ 
gram. In the past, students at two-vear colleges sometimes 
had difficulty transfering into a four-vear college* These 
davs, as th* quality of community college instruction im­ 
proves, some students find that, after two yeers, they can 
transfer into the college that they originally chose. (Con­ 
sidering the large number of college freshmen that don’t 
even make it through th* first 
ytmt, it isn’t surprising that 
after two years, some colleges have « lot more room in their 
classrooms!) 
W ith a little bit of work, planning, and rejection of 
panic, after vacation, you’ll be back in tchool again— look­ 
ing forward to the nex t vacation!
